Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attaching the non-elastic neckable material to the non-elastic film in 
the stretched state would render the instant claims unobivous over the Quantrille reference. Applicant's representative 
points out that "stretching the laminate in a first dimension to neck the retractable laminate in dimension perpendicular 
to the first dimension would render the application unbovious over the Serbiak invention because the non-extensible 
film of Serbiak can be stretched to some degree, however, the non-extensible film is not retractable upon relaxation of 
the stretching force. The examiner will reconsider it when she gets the amendment. 
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
